letter just issued by the Department 
of* Agriculture, which say s that out 
of every ten sick hogs in the country 
at least nine have common variety 
of cholera. 


Farmers are urged to “forget” all 
high sounding diagnoses and go after 
his herd with cholera serum and to 
separate the sick pork ers from the 
well ones forthwith. 


“ It is true that other infections 
may and frequently do complicate 
out break s of hog cholera," said the 
Department, “but in such cases the 
germ of hog cholera is the primary 
cause of the disease; and if we can 
tak e care of the germ of hog cholera 
the pig usually 
will 
overcome the 
other infections himself. 


“ From a practical standpoint the 
important thing is to recognize hog 
cholera as soon as possible after its 
appearance in a herd in order that 
anti-hog cholera serum may he sup­ 
plied before the disease 
progresses 
too far. Good serum may he dejiend- 
ed upon to protect well hogs and even 
to cure a large percentage of those 
in the earliest stages 
visibly 
sick . 
Remember the hog cholera k ills mil­ 
lions of hogs where other diseases 
k ill thousands.”
